“I don’t like to say,” Gorman 
added, “that Gen. Johnson lied 
last night in his attack on the 
United Textile Workers, but I 
will say he did not tell the 
truth.”

Hiemenz, 7207 Dale avenue, told re- 
porters that his son had been mar- 
ried to Mrs. Hiemenz 18 years and 
that they had one child, a daugh- 
ter, June Lorraine, 16, who was not 
at home last night. June, her 
grandfather said, has been living 
with neighbors for the last two 
weeks because the maid at the 
Hiemenz home had been ill. 
« A Coroner’s verdict of homicide 
was returned after an inquest at 
the hospital of Dr, L. B. Tiernon.

The body of Anton P. Kulinie- 
wicz, Granite City foundry worker 
who had been with the same firm 
for 20 years, was found early tcday 
in his automobile a half mile south 
of Ferguson, St. Louis County. He 
had been shot through the heart, 
apparently as he sat at the steering 


Investigating the murder, cepu- 
ties learned that a motorist report- 


ed to the Ferguson police at 3:30 
a. m. that there was a car in the 
ditch on Florissant road near Wood- 
stock road. Policemen who went 
to the scene found Kuliniewicz’s 
body. 

His 1934 Ford sedan had been 
stopped, facing north, with its right 
wheels ina shallow ditch alongside 
the road. The body was behind the 
steering wheel. Examinations by 
Coroner Tiernon showed that a .38 
caliber revolver bullet had entered 
at the right side and passed through 
the body, lodging in the left armpit. 
Another bullet had pi«rced the left 
arm and presumably had passed 
out the open window. 

No pistol was found in the auto- 
mobile or near the place where the 
car had been stopped. Condition 
of the victim’s clothing and posture 
of the body indicated there had 
been no struggle prior to the shoot- 
ing. Kuliniewicz had 21 cents in 
his pocket. 

Left Wife Early in Evening. 

Mrs. Kuliniewicz, a widow to 
whom Kuliniewicz was married four 
weeks ago, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter she had not seen her husband 
since last night at 7:20 o’clock 
when he left her at Fourteenth 
and Benton streets. | 

“My husband asked me to go to 
St. Louis with him last night,” she 
said, because he wanted to go to 
the Jordan Motor Sales at 6353 
Easton avenue and ask about a re- 
pair bill of about $13 they had sent 
him. 

“I didn’t want to go, but he in- 
sisted, so I said all right. We took 
his daughter, Helen—she’s 10 years 
old—and my daughter, Regina, 12, 
with us. He let us off at Fourteenth 
and Benton because I wanted tv buy 
a hat and a frying pan. I told him 
he would go over to my mother's 
house at 1600 Knapp street and he 
said he would call for us at 9 
o'clock. 

Waited All Night for Him.

Gen. Johnson Orders 
Houde Co. to Remove 
Insignia After It Refuses 
to Recognize Union.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15—NRA 
today removed the Blue Eagle from 
the Houde Engineering Co. of Buf- 
falo, N. Y:, on findings of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board that 
labor’s collective bargaining rights 
had been impaired by the com- 
pany’s refusal to recognize United 
Automobile Workers’ Federal Union 
No. 18839. 

NRA’s decision was communi- 
cated to the company in a telegram 
from Administrator Hugh 8. John- 
son. The case involves the impor- 
tant question of whether majority 
representation shall prevail in bar- 
gaining. between employers and em- 
ployes. The Labor Board ruled 
that the automobile union should 
be the exclusive agency of the 
workers in bargaining with the 
Houde company. 

The National Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation has advised its members 
to await a court ruling on the ma- 
jority representation principle. 

Johnson’s telegram to the com- 
pany said: 

“The National Labor Relations 
Board has found that you have vio- 
lated Section 7Q of the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act by interfer- 
ing with the self-organization of 
your employes, impairing their right 
of collective bargaining and refus- 
ing to bargain collectively within 
the meaning of that section. 

“You have failed to notify the 
Board in writing that by Sept. 10 
as required by the Board that you 
recognized the United Automobile 
Workers’ Federal Union No. 18839 
as your employes’ exclusive agency 
for collective bargaining. 

“The Board has referred the case 
to the Compliance Division for re- 
moval of your Blue Eagle. There- 
fore you are, hereby deprived of 
your right to display any NRA in- 
signia in any manner and you are 
hereby directed to surrender all 
NRA insignia in your possession to 


the Postmaster in Buffalo and to re- 
frain hereafter from using any NRA 


insignia in your plant or in adver- 
tising, or in any manner whatso- 
ever.” 

Lloyd Garrison, smciiiveneie of the 
National Labor Relations Board, 
told reporters yesterday that he ex- 
pected the Department of Justice 
to summon the Houde Co. into 
court for refusing to recognize an 
American Federation of Labor unit 
as representing all its employes, a 
minority of whom favored another 
union.

FRENCH BUDGET TRIMMED 
TO LOWEST SINCE 1927 


Under $3,102,000,000; Expenditures. 


Estimated at $3,101,000,000, Re- 
ceipts at $3,103,452,000. 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Sept. 15—The French 
budget for 1935 was trimmed today 
below 47,000,000.000 francs (about: 
$3,102,000,000—figuring the franc 
worth 6.6 cents.) The figure is the 
lowest since 1927. 

Louis Germain-Martin, Finance 
Minister, announced the estimated 
expenditures at 3,101,000,000 with 
receipts estimated at $3,103,452,000. 

Extraordinary military expendi- 
tures, he said recently, were cer- 
tain to be asked for in the present 
troubled state of Europe, but esti- 
mates of these were not included 
in the “balanced budget.” 

The budget is about 1,000,000,000 
francs under 1924 because, Ger- 
main-Martin said, the tax receipts 
are below the estimates and it 
would be “dangerous to ask France 
for more than 46,000,000,000 francs.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Chair- 
man Nye of the Senate Munitions 
Comimttee said in a radio address 
today that a vigorous effort was 
being made to slow down the in- 
quiry itno the operations of arma- 
ment concerns. 
intention of the committee, 
ever, to make a “sweeping 
complete inquiry.” 

The chairman’s speech closely 
followed the decision of the com- 
mittee yesterday to withhold cer- 
tain names from the record. Sev- 
eral conferences have been held 
at which the committee received 
the views of Secretary Hull. Scr- 
teary Roper joined in the confer- 
ence yesterday. Both departments 
have promised to co-operate. 

About the same time that Nye 
was telling of the “rotteness” he 
said the committee had already 
disclosed, Senator Pope (Dem.), 
Idaho, a member of the committee, 
was telling reporters that small 
nations had been duped and 
“played for suckers” by munitions 
manufacturers around the world. 

Refers Specifically to Chile. 

Pope referred specifically to the 
action of Chile in boycotting Ameri- 
can airplane manufacturers as the 
result of this week’s evidence and 
determination in Argentina to sur- 
vey thoroughly the activities of 
its naval missions. 

“This is the first indication that 
‘the world is beginning to see the 
light,” Pope said. 

“However,” he continued, “Chile 
will not accomplish anything by 
merely stopping armament purchas- 
es from United States firms. Muni- 
tions companies of other nations 
have been playing them for suck- 
ers too. Armament manufacturers 
in other parts of the world are just 
as bad if not worse than our own.” 

Hopes for Co-Operation. 

He expressed the hope that other 
nations would co-operate in bring- 
ing to light facts about munitions. 

“If they do,” he said, “smaller 
nations will learn just how badly 
they have been duped and stop 
purchasing armament from all man- 
ufacturers in order to save them- 
selves from bankruptcy in the mad, 
stupid armament race.” 

Nye, speaking over a hook-up of 
the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany, said the committee already 
had revealed “a sordid tale of brib- 
ery and duplicity” and attacked 
what he said had been shown to be 
the close co-operation between 
munitions makers and governments 
in furthering world wide sale of 
arms. 

Nye,said in his speech there was 
no longer need for wonderment as 
to why governments “get nowhere 
in an effort to be freed from the 
frightful expense burdens which 
these sales plan.” 

“Fight Is With Merchants.” 

“The facts are that if all the 
world will just hold its emper and 
finally know he facts about this 
war trade, naions will become very 
angry and will want to fight.” he 
said. “But they will see clearly 
that their fight is, not with other 
nations but with their own mer- 
chants, and agents, who are bent 
upon profiting even though their 
profit be dependent upon their 
ability to arm friend against friend 
and build fear and suspicion on 
every hand. 

The Investigating Committee has 
only scratched the surface thus far, 
but this mere scratching has re- 
vealed frightful sores which the 
world has been all too long in ob- 
serving and studying.

2000 Troops on Guard. 

In Rhode Island 2000 National 
Guardsmen are on duty at Woon- 
socket and Saylesville, scenes of 
‘the most serious rioting, and at 
Bristol, Apponaug and Pontiac. 

At Westerly, 75 men in 15 auto- 
mobiles were turned away at the 
city limits yesterday when the po- 
lice learned they were from Paw- 
tucket. 

Fifteen arrests were made _ in 
Providence as the result of Gov. 
Green's order to hold all known 
Communists for questioning. 

Power plants and public water 
works in Rhode Island were guard- 
ed after the theft of 25 sticks of 
dynamite from St. James Ceme- 
tery at Manville. Officers also 
were apprehensive over the theft of 
15 guns from a hardware store in 
Woonsocket during Wednesday’s 
rioting. 

At North Smithfield, adjoining 
Woonsocket, 80 citizens, including 
prominent business men, patrolled 
the streets. They were armed with 
their own weapons, ranging from 
sporting rifles and double-barreled 
shotguns to one old-time 40-30 
rifle. 

The “vigilantes” were deputized 
as Constables by Chief of Police 
William J. Allaire to defend the 
town against such an outbreak as 
occurred in Woonsocket. 

13 Arrested at Worcester. 

At Worcester, Mass., the police 
yesterday broke up a Communist 
meeting held in protest against the 
shooting of textile strikers in 
Rhode Island. Thirteen persons 
were arrested, two charged with 
assaulting policemen. The police 
said the crowd numbered more 
than 2000. 

Ann Burlak, strike agitator, at- 
tempted to address the crowd later 
from the windows of Communist 
headquarters. Further disorder 
followed when the police forced 
the crowd, blocking both streets, 
to move. Five more were arrested. 

A girl picket was arrested in 
connection with a disturbance near 
the Belding-Hemingway-Cortecelli 
mill at Putnam, Conn., which open- 
ed after being shut down for a day. 

Ten companies of Connecticut 
National Guardsmen mobilized fol- 
lowing disturbances at Danielson 
and Putnam, awaited further or- 
ders. 

A report that conditions in Maine 
were “frankly alarming” was made 
by Capt. Frank B. Sprague, com- 
manding National Guard Troops in 
the Lewiston area. Capt. Sprague 
said next week would be a “critical 
period.”

March 1, 1932, long before Mr. 
Roosevelt became President. After 
exhaustive studies it was determin- 
ed that a 40-hour week would re- 
employ all the people normally at- 
tached to the textile industry. 

“Tom McMahon sat in on the ar- 
bitration and agreed with that re- 
sult. Of all the codes, the textlie 
code was subject to the most ex- 
haustive analysis and became a 
precedent for all others. 

“But the moment the hearing 
opened and without any notice to 
me of a change of heart Le appeared 
on the platform in our first great 
gold-fish bowl] proceedings and re- 
pudiated the agreement that he 
made with me in the preliminary 
discussion. 

“It was my first experience with 
organized labor in the textile in- 
dustry and it was not encouragin«. 
Last June a strike was threatened 
in the textile industry. 

“Wereach * an agreement onithat 
controversy and on that agreement 
the strike was called off. The pres- 
ent strike is in absolute violation 
of that understanding. And I must 
say here, with all the solemnity 
which has characterized such an 
announcement, that if such agree-: 
ments of organized labor are worth 
no more than this one, then that 
institution is not such a responsible 
instrumentality as can make con- 
tracts on which this country can 
rely. 

“But I would not condemn these 
men cavalierly. I know young Gor- 
man. I doubt if there is a more 
conscientious patriot and sincere 
man in the country than he. 

The trouble is that when you un- 
leash the forces of riot and rebel- 
lion you never know when you can 
control them. I know now how 
this strike was pulled in contraven- 
tion of the so:emn engagements of 
the federation. Men circulated 
around the delegates and told them 
that the Government would feed 
the strikers. Norman Thomas ap- 
peared and urged the strike. He is 
a politico. 

“Whatever there is of economic 
doctrines in the Socialist party, it 
is political first and economic af- 
terwards, and Norman Thomas— 
as much as I respect and admire 
him—had no business there. When 
a strike becomes political, it has no 
place in the lexicon of the NRA. 

The cotton teztile iridustry is the 
very last place in this country 
where a strike should be ordered.

ABROAD TO BE IN MARKS ONLY 


Government Orders No More For- 
eign Exchange Used for This 
Purpose After Sept. 30.

BERLIN, Sept. 15.—Germany yes- 
terday ordered her insurance com- 
panies and policy, holders to make 
payments abroad in marks only. 


After Sept. 30, the Reich economics 
ministry decreed no foreign ex- 
change will be available for pay- 
ment of insurance premiums or in- 
terest in foreign countries.

Heroic Capt. Peter Targee. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE marking of historic sites ‘n St. 

Louis by the Young Men’s Division of 
the Chamber of Commerce is much to be 
commended, and especially the generous 
co-vperation in this civic undertaking by 
the Stix, Baer & Fuller Co. in furnishing 
the funds for the markers. 

In this connection, one outstanding in- 
cident in the early history of our city 
has thus far been overlooked, and that 
is the martyrdom of Capt. Peter Targee, 
the hero of the great conflagration of 
1849, which destroyed almost the entire 
business district, from Lucas avenue to 
Market street, Third street to the levee. 

In the early days of St. Louis, prior 
to the Civil War, the only fire protection 
was furnished by volunteer companies, 
us'rng quaint hand-worked fire pumps 
with the hose. There were a number of 
these companies organized in this period, 
and they were sponsored by outstanding 
citizens of those days. It was quite an 
honor for the young men of the town to 
run to the fires, take a hand at the pumps 
and do their best to extinguish the blaze. 

The fire of 1849 got too great a start, 
however, and, fanned by a strong wind, 
swept the water front and surrounding 
territory, as described above. The 
only way to stop the fire was by blowing 
up buildings in its path. In this action, 
gallant Capt. Targee, of one of the com- 
paries, was particularly active. On the 
day when he lost his life, he went to his 
home on Fourteenth street, just south of 
Merket street, where the splendid Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium now stands, to take a 
short rest from his dangerous work, and 
bid good-by to his wife and children, as 
he must have had a premonition that 
his end was near. He then went back to 
the fire and entered a building on the 
north side of Market street, just east of 
Second street, to place a barrel of gun- 
powder in the basement. Before he could 
make his way to safety, the wall of an 
adjoining building, which was being 
blown up, fell upon him, and crushed out 
his life. By this time, the work of blow- 
ing up buildings seemed to have accom- 
plished the desired results, and the fire 
was conquered. 

A book was recently lent me by Court 
Stenographer Everett Smith, whose wife 
Was a granddaughter of Peter Targee, 
containing the history of the Volunteer 
Fire Department of St. Louis, and a vivid 
description of this terrible fire of 1849. 
The picture in the front of the book is that 
of Capt. Targee, and I have placed it in 
the custody of my friend, John Maguire, 
secretary of the Fire Department, and, to- 
gether with Chief O’Boyle and Assistant 
Chief Cornoyer, we looked over this book 
with much interest. 

I have advised Howard Schulze, chair- 
man of the Historic Sites Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce, as to these 


_ facts concerning Capt. Targee, and I am 


sure that before long the memory of this 
great man will. be preserved by some 
suitable memorial tablet.

AN URGENT NEED IN ILLINOIS. 

The recently created vacancy in its Twentieth 
District is said to open the way for congressional 
redistricting in Illinois. If the administration of 
Goy. Horner wants to perform a task long overdue, 
it will see that the most is made of the opportunity. 
The fourth least populous in the State, it was the 
district of the late Speaker which was generally 
credited with having caused the deadlock in the last 
Legislature that prevented a congressional remap- 
o ‘there is a member of the Union which needs 
redistricting so urgently as Illinois, it does not 
come to mind. Illinois’ existing 25 districts were 
laid out on the basis of the 1900 census. With the 
passing of a third of a century, there has come, as is 
only natural, a shifting of population from some dis- 
tricts into others, The result is a great many in- 
equities in the matter of constituents represented. 

On the basis of the 1930 census, Illinois has eight 
districts—three in Chicago and five downstate—with 
populations ranging from 138,000 to 199,000. It has 
10, eight of which are outside Chicago, in thé 200,- 
000-300,000 group. Two districts, those of Repre 
sentatives Schaefer of Belleville and Reid of Aurora, 
have approximately 350,000 each. The districts of 
Representatives Kelly, Moynihan and Simpson of the 
Chicago area have between 500,000 and 600,000 each; 
that of Representative O’Brien, also of Chicago, has 
632,000, while that of Representative Schuetz, of the 
same city, has 889,000, considerably more than the 
estimated 1933 population of St. Louis. Or, to put 
it even more strikingly, the district of Representa- 
tive Schuetz has approximately the population of 
the districts of Representatives Parsons, Gillespie, 
Allen, Sabath, Kocialkowski and De Priest combined! 

Not only does the present arrangement of congres- 
sional districts result in a grossly uneven distri- 
bution of constituents. It also has caused Illinois 
to choose two Representatives-at-large every congres- 
sional election for the past 22 years. These Repre- 
sentatives-at-large, who are always members of the 
party which carries the State as a whole, are in a 
sense strays in its House delegation. They have no 
districts of their own. Yet neither can they hope to 
represent in the House the interests of an entire 
State so large and populous as Illinois. 

From every standpoint, the situation is bad, as 
Gov. Horner recognized in his campaign. The Legis- 
lature to be elected this fall in Illinois will not only 
enable him to keep a pledge, but accomplish a sig- 
nal public service, if it redistricts Illinois according 
to population at the present time. 
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GOV. RITCHIE RENOMINATED. 

As it is not news when a dog bites a man, so is it 
hardly news when Gov. Albert C. Ritchie is nomi- 
nated by a ratio of 2 to 1 for a fifth term in 
Maryland. The Free Staters long ago began to take 
renominating and re-electing him as a matter of 
course. Chosen assistant general counsel to the 
Maryland Public Service Commission in 1910, he 
has been in public service without a break since 
that year. After one term at Annapolis as Attorney- 
General, he moved into the Governor’s mansion in 
1920. Thus, if he is returned in November, as now 
seems practically certain, he will have been Gov- 
ernor for nearly two decades. The explanation is, 
of course, that Gov. Ritchie has been a singularly 
able administrator—one with precious few superiors 
and not many equals. Problems of State government 
have been his meat and he has eaten them with 
great relish. Marylanders have been exceedingly for- 
tunate in their chief executive, and they have been 
wise enough to realize it.

STICK TO THE LAW! 

The National Association of Manufacturers ad- 
vises its members to disregard the ruling of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board in the case of the 
Houde Engineering Co., a ruling in which the board 
held that a majority of the employes could speak for 
all. The association advises its members to con- 
sider still in force the opinion which President Roose- 
velt gave in the automobile code case, that minori- 
ties are entitled to recognition. 

We agree with the National Association of Manu- 
facturers that minorities should always be heard. 
We regret the ruling which the National Labor Board 
has made in the case of the Houde company. 

Nevertheless, we do think it unwise for the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers to advise its 
members to ignore the order. The National Labor 
Board is an authoritative body, created under an act 
of Congress. It is as unpardonable for the National 
Association of Manufacturers to advise its members 
to ignore a ruling of this body as it would be for a 
national association of railway owners to advise its 
executives to ignore an order of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

To hold the National Labor Board mistaken is one 
thing, but to advise manufacturers to flout it is some- 
thing else. Redress to every segment of the popula- 
tion is offered by the laws of the land. The rulings 
of the Labor Board are subject to review by the 
courts. How, then, can the National Association of 
Manufacturers, which looks to the law for the pres- 
ervation of property, advise its members to ignore 
the rulings of the board? | 

Stick to the law!

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THE TVA AS AN ISSUE. 

The wide divergence of political views tagged by 
the same party label has often been remarked. For 
years we had dry Republicans like Charles Curtis 
working with dripping wets such as James Wads- 
worth for the success of the same national ticket. 
Similarly, we have become accustomed to having 
copper and sugar state Democrats break with their 
traditionally low-tariff brethren over the question of 
higher duties. Just now, the Republicans are pro- 
viding an outstanding exhibit of this sort. 

Along the Atlantic seaboard, the branch of the 
Republican party which has Senator Hastings for 
one of its spokesmen is making the Tennessee Valley 
project in water power development, reforestation 
and flood and land erosion control, a leading cam- 
paign target, Hailing it as a Socialistic venture, the 
Senator from Delaware is telling New England that 
it may very well be sounding the death knell of 
industry in the Northeast. Down South, Republican 
candidates sing another tune. Former Gov. Hooper 
of Tennessee is counting on ‘his complete indorse- 
ment of the TVA to help him to the Senate in 
November. No less enthusiastic in his support is 
Representative Taylor of the same State, who is also 
a member of the Republican National Committee. 

How Republicans look on the Tennessee Valley 
project depends, very largely, on where Republicans 
live. Here is a striking bit of evidence in support 


of the late Frederick Jackson Turner’s explanation 
of the national life on the basis of sections of widely 


varying interests. 
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A LAWYER RETURNS TO THE LAW. 
The Hon. James M. Beck, Representative in Con- 
gress from a Philadelphia district, and renominated 


Membership in the House has lost its charm. It is 
no longer a deliberative body, he says. It has fallen 
to the wretched estate of a rubber stamp. It does 
the executive's bidding with fawning promptitude. 
The muzzled Republican minority has been reduced 
to impotence. It may not debate any proposal, how- 
ever outrageous. It may merely murmur a futile 
negative at roll call. 
Those are the reasons for Mr. Beck’s decision. 
But the gentleman from Pennsylvania is not quitting 
public life. He will transfer his talents to another 
forum—to the Federal courts, in which he has “prac- 
ticed 50 years.” He believes he can serve his coun- 
try more capably in the temples of justice. 
Informed opinion will, we feel sure, concur in that 
judgment. Mr. Beck is a reputed authority on the 
Constitution. As a Congressman, he never seemed, 
somehow, to be in his native element. He is a con- 
genital lawyer. He filled acceptably the office of 
Solicitor-General. Why, with all his scholarship and 
literary and forensic attainments, he was never sum- 
moned to the Attorney-Generalship has been one of 
those political unfulfillments with which Washing- 
ton speculation has on occasion whiled away an idle 
hour. Certain it is that when he was tapped by 
the Vare machine for Congress, the general impres- 
sion was that the preferment was a demotion. 
Now, back by the side of that “jealous mistress,” 
the law, Mr. Beck should feel as one who had re- 
turned opportunely from an ill-advised exile. If the 
Constitution is being riddled, as so many lawyers 
say—as has been said, indeed, in the professional 
dicta of the American Bar Association—then the time 
is now and the courts are the place to wage the 
good fight, and, perhaps, Mr. Beck is the man to 
plan and lead the citadel’s defense. 
It may fairly be said that in this critical period 
no sins of omission may be charged to Mr. Beck. 
e has done his part. Frequently and furiously, 
he has inveighed against the Catalines of the admin- 
istration. But his erudition and his zeal havé been 
directed to that invisible bench in the court of pub- 
lic opinion. Released as he now is, by his own mo- 
tion, from congressional fetters, he is prepared to 
attack the monster of unconstitutionalism in the 
tribunals where his blows will count. 

Let the Socialistic dragon beware! A constitu- 
tional St, George is after it, and he wields a wicked 
spear. 
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EXPENSIVE DISTRUST. 

The Public Works Administration at Washington 
has revoked grants of $318,000 and $70,200 to St. 
Louis County for a courthouse and an addition to 
the County hospital. These grants were rescinded 
at the request of the applicant, after failure of the 
bond issues in St. Louis County which would have 
added $1,500,000 to the grant for the courthouse and 
$250,000 to the grant for the hospital. 

Thus $2,138,200, which might have been spent for 
St. Louis County as a part of the Federal program 
to help unemployment and stimulate business, goes 
by the board because the voters of the county dis- 
trusted the public officials who would have expended 
this sum. It is a sad and pertinent commentary 
upon local government by political parties. There 
are communities in the United States in which the 
people have chucked both political parties and have 
non-partisan government by business managers. 

Neither St. Louis nor St. Louis County has devel- 
oped self-government to this refinement, though we 
have had the excellent example of Cincinnati before 
us for several years. Is it not time for the people to 
get together in their own interest and run local gov- 
ernment as every efficient business is run? 
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VINDICATION FOR THE LEHMANN REPORT. 

The opinion of Frederick W. Lehmann, as Solicitor- 
General, concerning security affiliates of national 
banks, was dated Nov. 6, 1911. It was a scholarly, 
disinterested study of the purposes of the National 
Banking Act and the conflict between the aims of its 
framers and the formation of bank affiliates. Pre- 
dicting that “the temptation to speculative use of the 
funds of the banks (by the affiliates) at opportune 
time will prove to be irresistible,” its author con- 
cluded that “both the bank and the company, whether 
considered as affiliated or unrelated, are in violation 
of the law.” : 

Yet, as we now know, Mr. Taft’s Attorney-General, 
George W. Wickersham, for whose guidance the late 
St. Louisan prepared the Opinion, saw fit not to re 
lease it. Attorneys-General came.and went through 
both Democratic and Republican administrations, and 
still it was suppressed. Not until Senator Glass of 


two years ago did it see public print. 

Now comes an installment of the report of the 
senatorial committee investigating banking prac- 
tices with what amounts to an indorsement of the 
views Lehmann held. No one knows how much its 
adoption as a governmental policy would have saved 
the investing public, but this much is certain: We 
would have been spared the losses due specifically to 
the malpractices against which the far-seeing Solici- 
tor-General warned.

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CHILDREN OF MODERN RUSSIA. 

Russia’s long strides in educating its once be- 
nighted masses is appreciated even by those who 
have no sympathy for its political and economic 
experiments. Columns of figures on educational 
progress may be cited, but they are less impressive 
than the group of 30 young Siberian school children 
who recently visited Moscow. They came from No 
vaya Uda, a village 300 miles from a railroad, so 
remote that Moscow newspapers are 16 days old on 
arrival there. Of these 30 Young Pioneers, 28 had 
never before seen a railroad; none had seen a tele 
phone, ridden in a street car.or bus, encountered a 
bicycle or automobile. — 

Yet, says the account in the Moscow News: “These 
children showed no signs of backwardness. Among 
them were capable mathematicians and artists. 
Modern technique had no terrors for them.” They 
knew in advance what to expect of Moscow, and 
they insisted on seeing everything. These 30 boys 
and girls are children of a new day, products of 
Russia's vast effort to spread enlightenment among

ties are widening. Despite the apparent 

recession of belligerency during the later 
part of summer, the outlook for fall is not 
encouraging, and, as industry prepares for 
autumn recovery, hopes for peace are faint. 

A summer poor in industrial activity was 
a contributory cause toward discontent; now, 
there are reasons to believe that the first 
signs of revival will be the signals for re- 
newea disturbances, 

Somewhat academic discussions of the 
meaning of Section 7A, and strikes for high- 
er wages and shorter hours, now have been 
displaced by disputes concerning union rec- 
ognition, methods of employment, seniority, 
union jurisdiction and the like. As these 
questions of labor’s state become less tan- 
gible, they are capable of supporting more 
bitter struggles. The harder the dispute is 
to understand, the more likely it is to be vi- 
olent. 


| N THE arena of labor conflict, animosi- 


The cutlook calls for careful organization 
of the Government’s facilities for concilia- 
tion, and a greater effort on the part of 
labor and its employers toward integration. 
Whether either side is likely to accomplish 
much in the redefinition of its aim is doubt- 
ful. 

Aside from the disturbances in the textile 
industries, there is less dispute over the 
cruder questions of wages and hours than 
there was a year ago. If these, alone, were 
the purposes of industrial action, there would 
be fewer strikes today. But, after wages 
rose, and particularly after the rather rapid 
increases in wages last spring, union juris- 
diction and other difficult questions began 
to be stressed. 

The conflict between methods and princi- 
ples of organization is scheduled for discus- 
sion at the international convention of the 
American Federation of Labor in San Fran- 
cisco, Oct. 1. At this convention, curiously 
enough delegates from Canadian unions will 
vote on questions directly concerning the 
methods of recognition of which the Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board at Washington will 
have to take cognizance. 

At present, does not appear likely that 
the A. F. of L. can resolve the question of 
methocr and principles much more clearly 
than it did at its last convention, in 1983. 
Then the effort to swing the A. F. of L. away 
from craft union principles and toward ver- 
tical unionism had many followers, but not 
as many as it had at the convention of 1920,

From its earliest days, the A. F. of L. 
organized its units, for the most part, by 
crafts—the plumbers with all plumbers, 
wherever employed; the electricians with 
all electricians. But the effort of the A. F. 
of L. to unionize the automobile industry 
makes necessary a decision as to whether 
the plumbers and electricians in automobile 
shops are to be members of the craft unions 
or of the automobile industry unions. 

Thus, there is formed a great arena of 
conflict within labor ranks, to be added to 
those arenas of conflict between labor and 
capital The difficulty faced by the San 
Francisco convention was revealed in July 
by a declaration from an A. F. of L, commit- 
tee that industry-wide organization methods 
would not be pursued except where una- 


voidable, and that a return to craft princi- 
ples would be encouraged. 

As soon as this statement reached the 
public, efforts of the A. F. of L. to form in- 
dustry-wide unions in the automobile !adus- 
try began to be seriously threatened from a 
hew quarter—secession. The A. F. of L 
unions in the Olds and Pontiac plants, con- 
sisting of the so-called “federal” unions in 
each shop, resigned from the A. F. of L. en 
bloc and formed shop unions of the Associ- 
ated Automobile Workers of America. They 
were joined by several cther former A. F. of 
L. shop groups. 

Motives behind this secession were highly 
personal and political. William Collins has 
been the A. F. of L. organizér for the auto- 
mobile industry, and some of the elected 
officers of the “federal” unions in the tndus- 
try decided that they knew as much about 
unions as he did—in fact, that they knew a 
great deal more about the automobile indus- 
try, inasmuch as Collins never had worked 
‘jn an automobile plant. Richard -Byrd, iabor 
member of the Automobile Labor Board— 
called into existence by President Roosevelt's 
mediation in the automobile dispute of last 
spring--also is suspected of having had a 
part ir. the secession plans, at least by exec- 
utives of the companies. 

” * * 

A knotty problem confronts the A. F. of L, 
If it goes ahead with its announced intention 
of reforming its organizations into craft 
lines, it must not only bring these rebels 
back into the A. F. of L., but must split 
their divisions according to their trades, as 
electricians, sheet metal workers, machinists 
and so on, into approximately 20 separate 
craft unions. This, clearly, is an impossible 
task, and so it begins to be apparent that 
organization in the automobile industry will 
be an independent effort, if it takes place at 
all. | 

The A. F. of L. has declared a drive on the 
“Reds” in union memberships, and plans to 
stump out the so-called “rank-and-file” move- 
ments which have caused embarrassment to 
old-time union leaders in such industries as 
steel. It is possible that the “Reds” may be 
bracketed not only with the rank-and-file 
groups, but with vertical unionists as well, 
and the effort to return to craft unions will 
include violent purging of the organizations 
to drive out all those labeled as “Reds.” Thus, 
employers and the National Labor Relations 
Board, with its local boards, may be dragged 
into the dispute, as employes are forced to 
choose between two types of unionism, 
jurisdictional strike. — 

The strike for jurisdiction, or the right 
to organize a particular class of workers, is 
the most difficult of all labor disputes for 
outsiders to arbitrate, or even to mediate, 
as long experience in the building trades has 
shown. Hence, if this form of trouble ob- 
trudes itself into the confused autumn situa- 
tion, it is clear that the arenas of conflict 
could be widened enormously,

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 15. — 
The St. Louis American League 
Baseball Co. owner of the St. 
Louis Browns, lost $324,231 during 
the four-year period ending ‘with 
1933, according to an audit filed 
yesterday with State Treas- 
urer Nacy in connection with 
an inheritance tax report and ap- 
praisal of the estate of the late 
Phil DeC. Ball, principal stock- 
holder, 

The operating loss was placed at 
about $100,000 a year in 1930, 1931 
and 1932. In 1933 the actual Oop- 
erating loss was $136,876, the report 
Stated, but this was reduced to a 
net operating loss of $29,348 
through the sale of players. 

The audit, made by Boyd, Cronk 
& Co. of St. Louis, to determine the 
value of the common stock at the 
time of Mr. Ball’s death, Oct. 22. 
1933, fixed the gross value of the 
company at $538,902, liabilities of 
$186,673, leaving a net value of 
$352,228. The stock was given a 
value of $88 a share. 

Speculative Values. 

Of the gross value, $125,000 is rep- 
resented by the value of players at 
the time of Mr. Ball’s death. The 
“depreciated value” of the players 
was placed at $60,332. 

The value of baseball players, the 
auditors observed, is “highly specu- 
lative,” but it was suggested that 
if some team “in the heat of a pen- 
nant race should need a good first 
baseman, Irving John Burns would 
undoubtedly bring a good price.” No 
values were assigned to individual 
players. 

The American League franchise 
was valued at $300,000. 

Ball Park Worth $1,092,040. 

The net worth of the Dodier 
Realty & Investment Co., which 
owns Sportsman’s Park and was 
controlled by Mr. Ball, was placed 
at $1,092,040 in another audit. The 
company’s income fs based princi- 
pally on rentals, the report show- 
ing the Browns paid $80,000 a year 
and the Cardinals $35,000. Bonds 
of the company were stated to be 
worth 60 cents on the $1. 

A gross value of $2,468,749 was 
placed on the Ball estate but out- 
standing obligations and other au- 
thorized deductions reduced the net 
estate, subject to State inheritance 
tax, to $701:902. A tax of $14,812, 
based on this amount, was paid by 
the executors. 

The gross estate included $1,805.-

Congregation Is Oldest in St. Louis

NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—Federal 
Judge Alfred C. Coxe today denied 
a request of United States Attorney 
Martin Conboy to compel attorneys 
of the Ward Line to produce state- 
ments they had obtained from offi- 
cers and crew of the burned liner 
Morro Castle. 

The Judge acted by granting a 
motion of the Ward Line to quash 
@ subpena which had been served 
on them by Conboy. The motion 
was made on the ground that the 
statements obtained from officers 
and crew of the liner after the 
burning of the ship were “confi- 
dential and privileged, and not law- 
fully subject to subpena.” 

Judge Coxe’s ruling said: 

“The papers which the attorneys 
are asked to produce are not priv- 
ileged inasmuch as they contain 
merely statements of persons other 
than the client. These statements 
are, however, the private memo- 
randa for work papers of the at- 
torneys and are not evidence in the 
pending investigation. I do not 
think, therefore, tnat their produc- 
tion may properly be required. The 
motion to quash is granted.” 

Conboy declined to state whether 
he would take an appeal. 

Cadet Engineer Called. 

The Federal grand jury has sub- 
penaed William W. Tripp, an engi- 
neer cadet of the ship. 

The Boston Record says in a 
copyrighted account that; Tripp es- 
caped from the ship with the en- 
gine-room log, and turned it over 
later to the Ward Line. The Rec- 
ord quotes Martin Conboy, United 
States Attorney, as saying he ex- 
pects Federal authorities to demand 
immediate‘ production of the log. 

How this request will be affected 
by Judge Coxe’s ruling is uncertain, 

The newspaper says the missing 
log book shows an “amazing con- 
fusion” of orders at the time the 
fire was raging. The last of these 
orders apparently would have left 
the Morro Castle turning in circles 
around its anchor. Tripp is a stu- 
dent at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

Details of His Story. 

The Record quotes Tripp as say- 
ing: 

“My watch was from midnight to 
4a.m. I was assigned to the tele- 
graph board, where the orders come 
from the bridge. The first I knew 
about the fire was about six min- 
utes to 3 o'clock, when the phone 
rang. I think the call was from 


'the bridge; in fact, I feel sure of it. 


A voice said: 

“‘Is there a fire in the engine 
room?’ 

“IT called to the third engineer, 
Arthur Stamper, and he took the 
phone. While he was answering 
‘no, the fire gong began to ring. 
That was four minutes of 3. Then, 
at 3 a. m., came a telegraph signal: 

“‘*Stand by.’ 

“T entered it on my log. as I en- 
tered all telegraph calls. 

“The ship then was proceeding to- 
ward New York at about 20 knots. 
It was still going ahead at about 
this speed when I received the next 
order at 3:10 a. m. It was ‘full 
ahead on starboard side.’ 
fect of this would be to swing the 
ship to port. 

Telephone Goes Out. 

“These orders came over the 
manual telegraph. The telephone 
was out of commission. Probably 
the wires were burned away. 

“At this time smoke was begin- 
ning to irritate my throat and eyes. 
At 3:13 the clock on the control 
panel stopped. It is electrically 
controlled and I presume the wires 
were burned. After that I chalked 
the time by a desk clock and en- 
tered it on the log. 

“About 3:21 a. m. I got the last 
signal I remember. It was ‘full 
astern on starboard side.’ The ef- 
fect of this would have been to 
swing the ship to starboard or right. 

“There was never any order ‘fin- 
ished with engines’ as is ssual when 
the ship anchors. 

“At 3:30 the lights went out. We 
stood waiting for the emergency 
light system to go but it never did. 

No More Signals. 3 

“I watched the telegraph by light- 
ing matches but there were no more 
signals. The smoke got worse and 
worse. 

“In about 10 minutes, say at 3:40, 

it go so bad we could hardly 
breathe. I gore off my log and 
stuck it in my pocket. Then we all 
joined hands and went up the only 
way that was open to us—up the 
alley to D deck.”

KANSAS CITY, Sept. 15. — 
Weight deficiencies were problems 
confronting football coaches at the 
Universities of Kansas and Okla- 
homa today as Coach D. X. Bible 
of Nebraska took up the difficult 
task of deciding upon the 35 play- 
ers who will comprise his varsity. 


The loss of avoirdupois in the 
Sooner camp reached alarming pro- 
portions and may cost Oklahoma 
the immediate services of Cash 
Gentry, who as a Sooner sopho- 
more last season, earned a place 
with the All-American third string 
at tackle, despite illness that handi- 
capped him in the November 
games. 

Gentry is down to 171 from a 
peak of 207 last September. Ben 
Poynor, fullback, dropped from 198 
last autumn, to 181 at present, and 
Vivian Nemecek, victim of malaria, 
scales only 155. Gentry’s tackling 
still is deadly, but he tires easily.

Proceeds of Sale Will Go to 
Support of National Uni- 


versity. 


EGULAR postage and an air- 

post series have been issued by 

Mexico, the proceeds to be giv- 
en to the National University. The 
regular postage series consists of 10 
values, ranging from 20,000,000 of 
the lc value to 1000 copies of the 
10p to be printed. Of these 1000 
copies, 437 copies have been sent to 
the Postal Union. The values, col- 
ors and designs are as follows: Ic, 
brown orange, a native mother car- 
rying child; 5c, dark green, a native 
kneeling with arched bow; 10c, car- 
mine, profile of a native; 20c, ultra- 
marine, native women decorating 
pottery; 30c, gray black, native 


woman and large flowering plant; 
40c, sepia, native modeling a vase; 
40c, bright blue, native sculptor at 
work; 1p, carmine, portrait of a na- 
tive decorator; 5p, brown and sepia, 
native woman making a religious 
offering, and 10p, red brown and 
violet, native man making a reli- 
gious offering. 

The air mail series will consist of 
eight denominations. The quartti- 
ties printed run from a million to 
1500 copies of the 20p. The air mail 
stamps are large horizontal rect- 
angles; the regular postage series 
are much smaller in size. The 20c 
orange shows a mail plane over the 
Nevadas; 30c, magenta and violet, 
a plane over ancient pyramid; 50c, 
olive green and sepia, plane over 
Ajusco; 75c, black and green, plane 
over the loWlands with Iztaccihuatl 
and Popocatapetl; ip, dark olive 
green and light blue, plane over a 
bridge; 5p, sepia, dark blue, plane 
over a street in Atul Tere; 10p. deep 
blue and claret, plane over an air- 
field with Grazeba Peak in the 
background, and 20p, sepia and car- 
mine, native woman in front of a 
native placque, on the right side of 
the stamp, while a plane over a 
town is shown on the left side. 

These stamps were issued Sept. 1 
and the lc of the postage series will 


replace the current “Fro Infancia.”

New Stamp Catalogues. 

The Standard postage stamp cat- 
alog was placed on sale Sept. 10. At 
the same time an announcement 
was made that the specialized cat- 
alog will be called the new United 
States catalog. It will contain a 
complete catalog of all United 
States stamps, and also all post- 
master provisionals, all Confederate

‘Watermelon and Cantaloupe Cup. 

Take ripe cantaloupes and with a 
ball cutter scoop out balls. Also 
take a piece of ripe watermelon 
and use the same cutter. Marinate 
balls in French dressing and chill 
thoroughly. Cut cantaloupe shells 
in points and fill with the balls, 
pouring on more of the dressing. 
Place cups on fresh green leaves. 
Sweetbread and-Mushroom Timbal. 

Cook three tablespoons of butter 
with one chopped onion slowly, un- 
til the onion is suft and slightly col- 
ored, add one and a half cups of 
finely chopped mushrooms and cook 
for five minutes, then add two ta- 
blespoons of flour and stir until the 
flour is dissolved. Gradually pour 
on one and a half cups of rich milk 
and cook until thickened. Remove 
from the fire, add two pairs of 
sweetbreads, which have been pre- 
viously parboiled with skins and 
membranes removed, one-third cup 
of stale bread crumbs, one red or 
green pepper chopped fine, one ta- 
blespoon of minced parsley, one tea- 
spoon of salt, the well beaten yolks 
of three eggs, and the last thing 
fold in the beaten whites of three 
eggs. Butter a ring mold, fill with 
the mixture and set in a pan of 
hot water. Cover with buttered 
paper and cook about 40 minutes 
in a very moderate oven. Turn out 
on platter and pour around a mush- 
room sauce, 

Mushroom Sauce. 

Peel and slice thinly one-half 
pound of mushrooms. Saute in three 
tablespoons of butter for five min- 
utes; dredge with two tablespoons 
of flour, add one-half cup of cream 
and one and a half cups of chicken 
stock. Let cook slowly five min- 
utes after coming to a boil, Add 
seasoning of salt, pepper and pa- 
prika. 

Tomatoes With Cucumbers. 

Cut four medium-sized tomatoes 
in halves and generously season 


with salt, pepper and a little sugar. 
Let stand a few minutes, then drain, 
and place halves on a flat buttered 
Pyrex dish. Sprinkle with fresh 
buttered bread crumbs and bake in 
a medium oven for 20 minutes. Peel 
and slice cucumbers one-half inch 
thick and remove seeds and cook in 
boiling salted water for 15 minutes, 
then drain. Place the baked toma- 
toes on platter, top each with three 
slices of cucumber and cover gen- 
erously with grated cheese, a sprin- 
kling of salt and paprika, and run 
under flame to melt the cheese 
slightly. 
Pulled Wholewheat Bread. 


Remove crust from a loaf of 
wholewheat bread and with a fork 
break off pieces and stretch. Place 
in a very slow oven and dry thor- 
oughly and takes on a light brown 
color. 

Orange Roll. 
Two-thirds cup of sugar. 
Three egg yolks. 

Two-thirds cup of flour. 

One and one-half teaspoons 
baking powder. 

Pinch of salt. 

Three egg whites. 

One and one-half tablespoons of 
milk. 

Beat the egg yolks light and 
gradually add the sugar, beating 
all the while, then the milk, then 
the flour, sifted with the salt and 
baking powder. Beat hard, then 
fold in the stiffly beaten whites. 
Spread out on a 12x18 inch pan, 
which has been buttered and cov- 
ered with a buttered waxed paper, 
and bake about 12 minutes. Turn 
out on a damp towel, trim edges 
and spread with orange filling. 

Filling. 

One-half cup of sugar. 

Two teaspoons of flour. 

Juice of two oranges and grated 
rind of one. 

Two teaspoons of lemon juice. 

Heat mixture in a double boiler. 
Pour over the well-beaten yolks of 
three eggs and return to the fire 
and cook until thick, adding two 
teaspoons of butter. When cool, 
spread over cake and roll. -Dust 
with powdered sugar and serve 
with whipped cream.

A carload of potatoes, reject- 
ed as unfit by a commission mer- 
chant, were being washed, sorted, 
pruned of bad spots, by a group of 
women workers.

On another side of the squzre is 
the furniture reclamation depart- 
ment. The place was as busy as 
a factory and old furniture as neat- 
ly sorted and arranged as in a de- 
portment store. No piece of wreck- 
age was so hopeless that it could 
not be restored or contribute to 
the building of a useful and pre- 
sentable article of furniture. Tar- 
nished old brass beds, relacquered, 
looked as good as new.

Complete Diet 


Their Energy-Producing Pow 
er Is Passed to Body Grad- 
ually.

N OUR natural diet so far, we 
have had in one day’s ration 
some fruit supplying us with 
quick energy in the form of sugar, 
with buffer substances to keep the — 
body reaction neutral, with vitamin 
C: some cereal to give us energy 
somewhat more slowly absorbed, 
and vitamins A and B; milk with 
its minerals and vitamins; meat 
with its essential protein units. 
But no natural diet is complete 
without vegetabies. | : 
Predominantly what we get from 
the vegetables is starch. And in the 
green vegetables especially, this 
starch is in a form which takes 
more time for digestion than the 
fruit sugars. The energy-producing 
powers of green vegetables are not 
manifest for some time, therefore, 
but are of a reserve nature which 
is delivered up to the body grad- 
ually for several hours. The ad- 
vantage is obvious. 

Green vegetables, therefore, such 
as beans, peas, spinach, lettuce, 
asparagus, broccoli, parsley, water- 
cress, beet «<reens, artichokes, are 
certainly essential ingredients of 
the natural diet. 

Another contribution they make 
to the diet is the furnishing of 
roughage, undicestible cellulose and 
fiber which furnishes bulk, and 
thus stimulates the intestines to 


natural evacuation. 

Minerals are also present in all 
vegetables—minerals derived from 
the soil—calcium and iron and, in 
most parts of the country, iodine. 

What may be called the colored 
vegetables bring good amounts of 
other essential substances We all 
need some pigment in our diet. Pig- 
ment means minerals. Iron is red, 
manganese is purple, copper blue, 
etc. Also a substance called caro- 
tene. Carotene is yellow, and the 
yellow vegetables—such as carrots 
and corn—contain good amounts of 
it. Many things are claimed for 
the addition of carotene to the diet 
—the extra addition—but it is prob- 
able that these claims are some- 
what exaggerated, and that in the 
diet selected by anyone with a nor- 
mal appetite there will be enough 
carotene, anyway. 

Carotene is the substance from 
which the body builds up vitamin 
A. Vitamin A appears to have 
something to do with increasing the 
body’s powers of resistar.ce to in- 
fection. 

For more concentrated energy we 
have our old standby, the potato. 
What would a housekeeper’s life be 
without potatoes? Twenty per cent 
starch. Delicious in all forms. 
Amenable to mixture with butter, 
condiments, cheese, cream—nearly 
anything. Mineral content, but not

ELCOME INN, started the 
W first year of the depression, 
continues to distribute up- 
wards of 3000 baskets of food twice 
weekly to dependent families inves- 
tigated and recommended by the 
police. Most of the food is donated 
or bought at rare bargains from 
bakeries, dairies, merchants, 
wholesalers, packing houses, res- 
taurants, friendly to the Inn.

the labor incident to collecting, 
sorting, cooking, canning, preserv- 
ing and distributing the food. Wom- 
en already this season have canned 
over 20,000 quarts of fruits and veg- 
etables, pickles, kraut, etc. Others 
contribute such services as sewing, 
renovating old clothing, barbering, 
shoe repairing, truck driving and 
repairing.

The barber cuts 
all the hair. The cobbler mends 
all the shoes. No money changes 
hands. A co-operative community 
has developed within the regular 
staff of workers. The staff and

The Problem Whether to Overcall 
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rtner's Bid With Double |

NCE an opponent has opened 
Oe bidding, you are under a/| 


severe handicap. You know lit- 
tle or nothing about the strength 


of the hands of the other two play- 


ers. Assuming that the opener has 
an honest bid, you must credit him 
with a certain amount of strength. 
If his partner has the rest, an over- 
call may put you at the foot of the 
penalty class to the tune of 700 
points or more. Yet you don’t like 
to sit by tamely and give him a 
monopoly on the bidding. The great 
question in your mind should be: 
“Shall I overcall, or shall I double, 
forcing my partner to bid?” 

East used the wrong logic on this 
hand, especially as the opponents 
had a part score of 40 points:

North bid one spade—a bad bid. 
The correct bid on his holding is 
one diamond. Everything worked 
out beautifully for North and South, 
however. East overcaljed with two 
hearts; was doubled, and went down 
700 points. If East, instead of 
overcalling, had doubled, East and 


West would have probably played| 


the hand at three clubs, doubled, 
and gone down only 250 points—a 
good save. 

East, presumably, was willing to. 
play the hand at two hearts. His 
partner, over the double, will re- 
spond with two diamonds, two clubs, 
or one no trump, thus enabling East 
to put in his two-heart  overcall 
just the same.. But now East has 
the added advantage of knowing his 
partner's suit. Interchange East’s 
club and heart holding, and the 
overcall is to be preferred to the 
double, because a takeout of two 
diamonds by West is too dangerous 
to be left in, and East has to show 
his club rescue suit at the three 
level instead of the two level. 


If North had bid one diamond, 
however, East’s two optional bids 
should be reversed. Holding the 
hand he actually did, he should 
overcall with one heart. Now, 
doubled. he can redouble for a res- 
cue, unless he prefers to take a 
chance on a 450-point set in order 
to prevent JNorth’s going out. He 
has a very fine redouble, holding 
strength in both spades and clubs. 

With the club and heart suits re- 
versed, however, he should double 
the one-diamond bid. His partner 
presumably replies at the one level 
with either a heart or a spade, and 
now East can make the two-club 
overcall he would have made any- 
way. 

In other words, where the bidding 
will be pushed beyond your overcall 
if you double, make the overcall. If 
you can double, find out your part- 
ner’s suit, and still show your own 
suit at the level at which you would

Trilbys 
(Date Stuffed Cookies) 

One cup fat, 

Two cups sugar, 

Three eggs, 

One teaspoon vanilla, 

One teaspoon lemon extract. 

One teaspoon . nutmeg, 

One-quarter teaspoon salt, 

Two tablespoons cream, 

Four cups flour, 

One teaspoon cream of tartar. 

Cream fat and sugar. Add eggs, 
vanilla, lemon, nutmeg, salt and 
cream. Beat two minutes. Add rest 
of ingredients, mixing lightly. Chill 
dough. Roll out dough until very 
thick, on haif of it spread date mix- 
ture. Roll other half over and on 
top, pressing well with back of 
knife. Use sharp knife and cut 
into two-inch squares. Press edge 
of each square with fork and prick 
top. Arrange squares two inches 
apart on greased baking sheets and 
bake 12 minutes in moderate oven, 
Of course regular cooky cutters can 
be used for cutting out the trilbys 
but that takes more time. For the 
date mixture use: 

Two-thirds cup chopped dates, 

One-half cup sugar, 

One-quarter teaspoon salt, 

One tablespoon flour, 

One tablespoon lemon juice, 

One-half cup orange juice, 

One-quarter teaspoon cinnamon, 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Blend dates, sugar, salt, flour and 
fruit juices. Cook slowly, stirring 
constantly until mixture becomes 
thick and creamy. Add rest of in- 
gredients and mix well, Cool. 
Spread on rolled out cooky dough.
